Higher up the 
ra-n of cinders became Ihicke;-, and 
nxfended like a veil across tlie inoun- 
tani. A deep roaring was hoaril, and 
detonations, like the sound of artillery, 
followed one another In quick succes- 
sion, while the earth shook under foot. 
Hot cinders covered the ground like 
a thick carpet, rendering walking dlf- 
ficidt. 

A peasant was encountered. cnmiuK 
down. He said, "Tlie fire is ruBiiin^ 
down, burying everythln;;. Tlie lava is 
like a red hot river." I'roceedinK a 
little further aloii?,', four colossal eiil- 
umns of black smoke could be observ- 
ed. Occa.Bidiially they wore cut by 
flaslies of fire. It was an awe-insi)ir- 
iuK siiectaele. Then tlio wind opiMied 
tliii clouds fur a. minute, and a wide 
strip uf fire could bo .seen in the dis- 
tance, advancing with monstrous con- 
tortions. It fell like a torrent from

a/,zo, seven miles from the' crater, ami 
had buried a large number of juMsants'

worth the money ho admits lie re- 
ceived. 

Piicldey's inllucneo at Alliany went 
oven further, according to his own 
v.'ords. He was .able lo learn in ad- 
vance of a decision of the court of 
tipijeals, ho stiid, and would keep., 
Sheldon Informed as to what waS' 
coming off in court. 

Buckley's opinion of his own ability 
to influence legislation .was. Bhown in 
severol letters whlch'i.h'e" ' -wxoto -to 
Siieldon. In one, dated April-S/'lflOai 
ho spoko ot the unearned liability bllli. 
which was a bill intended to repeal, 
the law which exempted reinsurance 
reserves from laxalloii. In his letter, 
Buckley said: "t agreed to allow the' 
bil! to bo rejiorted to tlio senate. It 
will probably pass tho house, but 
givo yourself no concern about il, as it 
will bo blocked by the rules commlt- 
loe. There is no reason whatever for 
you to have any coilcern about '.matters' 
here in any particular."

Buckley wrote lo .Sheldon under date 
of Ain-il 23rd, lUOIi. ' "Tho legl.slatiiro 
has adjourned sine die. Willi the. leg-

$4,500 and request your attention to. 
same."

socuro better municipal government 
than is usually the ea.se in cities. In 
those places where the executive and 
legislative branches of the city gov- 
ernment havo been segregated, good 
results havo been reached. We do not 
ni( an that Ideal conditions have been 
brought about, because that claim 
would be pr-epostorous; but certainly 
Kreater satisfaction Jias . been given 
than ever came from such a system 
as is In force In Victoria, and most 
other cities. One of the weaknesses 
of the aldernianii' method of executive 
ccntrol Is thai too much uncertainty 
attaches to It. No alderman feels safe 
in laylnfe his plans for city work very 
far ahead. Take tho case of 'Victoria. 
The city government is elected in 
.raiinary. It takes new men a little 
time to becoini' familiar with what 
they have to do, and they are natur- 
ally desirous of avoiding the leaving of 
too many legacies to their possible 
successors In olllco. Ilenco the be- 
ginning of their teriiis is not fruitful 
of rcaiills, because they are not quite 
sure of th.-lr ground, and tlie end of 
their terms Is one ot partial inactiv- 
ity because they do not want to tie 
the hands of the Incmnlng council. 
This Is all perfectly right and jiroper. 
We would mil ha\ .- il oUi.-rwise. < Ui 
tho other hand if the ,'xeeutivo branch 
of the city governnieiit were In olli. .- 
for a term of years, say throe, a de- 
finite policy of work could be de- 
veloped and carried out. Under tlu- 
presenl s.NSteni th.' cits' los.'s s.ime 
six -w.-elis of th.,' l)(-st services of an 
aldermen at each end of his tei'm or 
about one-quarter of his whole term; 
whereas If the control of tho execu- 
tive il.'i.artnie-iit w.-r.- in th.- hands ..f 
rn.-n .-l.-cP d f.n- llu.-.j \'iars. the 
iieri.i.l f.ir whlcli ilu.-ir b.'st servle.-s 
would ii.it I..- a\:iil:ilil.' t.> tho clt.\-, 
would be wlu-n they were "learlng the 
ropes" at the oulact.

Dci-aslonally some 
one with leisure Is willing to go into 
the Council, hut nearly always such 
persons are not men of bu.siness ex- ' 
perlence. In ey. city tli. re are ex- 
ceptions, but they only serve to show 
how universal the rule Is. We make I

-V.-^ Hie festiv.al of tlie 
resurrection of Christ IhlH Is one of 
siioelal Iniiiort to Christian people the 
world over. Al the same linn, in 
IceepluK with its sanctity, it Is an oc- 
casion for rejoielny, for the putting 
off of thi' iilil and the piutinB on of 
tho new. This latter applies especially 
to women who obaurve it, JCor tho most 
part, Dvorywliere. 

Easter dates back to tlio earliest 
h'-story of the church and Is sur- 
rounded by more traditions and leg- 
ends than It is possible to remember.

To engage an eminent liydraiiUc en- 
gineer to report on Sppko .I>aKe as a 
source oC permanent supply for the city 
of Victoria with . special reference to 
the cost of tuiinel cbnstruotloh and tin; 
posslbliltlee o£ powar development wus 
the doqlslon arrived at by the special 
water committee, composed o£ ratepay- 
ers and city oounolf members, which 
held Its seooud meeting last night at 
the city hall. While no engineer was 
dqplded upon, the name of Wynne Mere- 
dith, member of Sanderson & Porter, 
the Widely knowtt firm of engineers of 
New Yoi'k olty, and consulting englnee.' 
for the B. C. Electric company, waa 
mentioned. Following the conclusion 
of the joint committee's work the city 
council adopted the committee's recom- 
mendation and tho matter of a choice 
of engineer was loft Ih the hands of 
the mayor and finance committee to 
report back to tho council. 

The decision of the comlttO0 was. em- 
bodied in a resolution submitted by 
J. J. Sballcross, 'Avlio pointed -dut . that 
before the ratepayers of the elly Avould 
or could decide on i the respective mer- 
its of the various 'Sources of supply 
more definite information relative to 
tlie possibilities of Sooke Lake, tho 
cost of development, etc., must be se- 
cured. Tho Infoimatlon already In pos- 
session of the committee avbs not suf- 
ilclontly definite enotiBh.

Some SiscrapMioieK^ 

l\. I., liniry called attention to some 
apparent discrepancies' 111 the retiort of 
Mr. Ashcroft AVhlch wotiid confuse tho 
minds .of laymen. The only way to 
arrive at the rel'atlve merits of the 
Uoldstream and Sooke Lake propositions 
would be to secure fuller clata than that 
already offered. There seemed to be 
a unanimity of opinion as to the suffi- 
ciency of supply in Sooke Lake but the 
cost of development appeared to be in 
doubt. Mr. Ashcroft In "his report 
stated his belief that the cost of going 
to Sooke Lake would be prohibitive un- 
til tho city reached > a population of 
150,000, but l\e also says of the Ksqui- 
malt Water Works Systpm thot $2,000,- 
009 would prove a good Investment for 
the city though In regard to Soohe Lake 
the cost of tho tuiinel route Is .not fig- 
ured by blm to be 'much more than thai 
figure' and' the 'cost of tho long route 
by pfpe lino Is v*ry much less. Also 
Mr. Ashcrdtt referred to Ooldstroam as 
giving a "perfect" supply of 5,000,000 
gallons whereas that amount will ' not 
meet th« oUy'g demands In a few years 
at the present rate of progress. Again 
Mr. Ashcroft talked of floating a loan 
at 4 per cent, for Sooke Lake purposes 
tliough In I'espect to the loan roiiutreil 
to acquire the company's holdings the 
rale of Interest is set nt three and one- 
lialf per cent. These discrepancies. Mr. 
Dniry thought, meant that an inde- 
pendent report is required before tile 
committee could arrive at any definite 
coiieliisioii. 

.Alderman Fiillerton doclnreil the pcu- 
plo were not satisfied witli tlie infor- 
mation wlileli as hitherto been sub- 
mitted and that is why the recent by- 
law was defeated, and Jlr. .Vorri.s be- 
ileved Hint If tlie tunnel route cost 
twice as much us estimated by Mr. Ash- 
croft still -it would -ibo better 'to go to

Evade Xiltlgatlon. 

AV. .T. I'cndray advised going to Sooke 
Lake but avoUllrig litigation apd In tlio 
meantime Klk Lake could bo., made to 
servo and JIayor Morley believed that 
it would be easy to get at tho c6st of 
constructing the tunnel. Tenders could 
bo called for and the committee would 
be safe In taking, tho highest tender 
a:! an outside llgure. He did not see 
any reason in Koing to the expense of 
makiuK borings to ascertain., an esti- 
mate of cost for tunnel constfaotlOn. 

Mr. Shatlcross suggested that this 
.stimmcr analysis of the Sooke Lake 
water, bo made fr,om time to time ond a 
survey' be made of that p.irt of tlio 
watershed which the city wUi have to 
aciiutrc. 

Mr, Slvertz submitted a resolution to 
the effect that tho city could apply to 
the Ksqulmalt 'Water Works company 
fur an additional supply to eke out any 
deficiency In Elk Lake, and request tlie 
provincial government to pass special 
le^'isiaiion providing better facilities 
for expropriation thdn cotitatned In tlie 
act already pabsed. This resolution 
was withdrawn. , 

Mr, Sballcross pointed out that under 
tlio statutary provisions ,tlio city can 
Kot from the company what water it re- 
(lulred and whenever the city roiiuircs 
an aditlonal supply H can secure It 
without in any way humiliating Itself 
as It would bo only taking what It Is 
lustly ontltled to. As to expropriation, 
lio believed tho present , act Is quite 
sufficient. 

Following the termination of comnilt- 
tee work the committee ropo anil tlie 
coimcil adopted ita report. The mayor 
'uid finance committee will Interview- 
Mr. Meredith, who wlir be In the city 
about the first of next 'month.
